County Clerk W. C. Thomp son b; s 
received a circular from the secretar.

QUESTION NO. 1. 
Shall the state legislature amend j 
the Primary Election Law so as to 
p rovide for p arty p rimaries at which 
the voter will vote under the A ustral­ 
ian ballot directly for the candidate 
he wishes nominated by his p arty , in 
stead of voting for delegates to con­ 
vention |or caucus; 
the 
p rimaries 
throughout the entire district affected 
by the offices for which nominations 
are to be made, to be held by all 
p arties co-jointly at the same time 
and p olling p laces. 
This law is to 
p revent the nomination o f candidates 
by p etition as now p rovided. 


QUESTION NO. 2. 
Shall the sta te legislature pass a 
law enabling the voters of any county, 
olty, village or township by majority 
vote, to veto any undesirable action of 
their respective law-making bodies 
(ex cept emergency measures), when­ 
ever five per|cent of the voters peti­ 
tion tojhave such action referred to 
popular vote.

R epublican Platform Adopted Did 
Not Comm end “Dig S tick" 
Diplomacy Used. 


Albany, N. Y., O ct 5.—Form er Unit­ 
ed States Senator David B. Hill made 
his first speech In the Democratic cam­ 
paig n here before the Albany Constitu­ 
tion club in the Humane Society hall. 
The Young Men’s Democratic 
club 


iuhrelied to the ball in a body, and 
there was a larg e attendance of Al­ 
bany DcmwraTa. T hc Bpeoch was de­ 
voted to an attack upon the course 
pursued by President Roosevelt in con­ 
nection with the Panam a canal treaty, 
and the revolution which reeulted in 
the secession of Panama from the re­ 
public of Colombia. 


Call* P resid en t ••L a w less.” 
Hill after briefly discussing other Is­ 
sues said th at the subject he particu­ 
larly proposed to discuss was “The 
lawlessness President Roosevelt dis­ 
played in the Panama affair," he de­ 
clared that the Republican platform 
adopted at Chicag o did not commend 
the "big stick" diplomacy of President 
Roosevelt. 
It merely said that the 
possession of a route is now an accom­ 
plished fact, and th at work on a canal 
"is at last lieg un, and it is due to the 
Republican party.” 


V iola ted T rea ty O b liga tion « . 
The essence of the reproach of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt made in the Demo­ 
cratic national platform, the speaker 
contended, Is th at he has, as president, 
been "lawless" in the sense of Ameri­ 
can law and of international law. The 
Democnatioplatform intended to assort 
that President Roosevelt did on the 
Panam a affair violate plain treaty ob­ 
lig ations, plain international 
usag es 
and the constitution of the 
United 
States. 


E v en ts L ea d in g to R evolt. 
The former senator recounted the 
events leading up to the revolt which 
g ained Panama her independence. 
At 
that time, he *aid, the alternative i>e-1 
fore President Roosevelt was either to . 
treat Panama as an integ ral part of j 
Colombia, or aid her as a province 
rig litfully in revolt, or soon to lie in 
revolt. 
He chose the latter. 
He re 
pndiated the treaty of 1846. 
He con 
fessed to cong ress that without con 
suiting it he did on Nov. 2, 1903, when 
“it was evident that the outbreak wan 
imminent,” send orders to our naval 
forces not to permit any Colombian 
armed force to come, with an hostile 
intent, “at any point within fifty miles 
of Panam a,” and 
to prevent the land­ 
ing of any armed forces by Colombia 
in defense of her sovereig nty which 
the treaty of 1846 bound the presi­ 
dent to respect. Ttiose orders were exe­ 
cuted. 
C rea ted P a n a m a a Sta te. 
The revolt of Nov. 4, 1903. was, of 
course, successful. President Roosevelt 
upheld it, and so created Panam a as 
an Independent state; two days there­ 
after he recog nized as independent the 
state he had created by an act of war, 
and fourteen days later made a treaty 
with the new state for the excavation 
of a ship canal, which treaty the new­ 
ly created state ratified on Dee. 2, 1903. 
Hill took up the messag es of the presi­ 
dent referm l to and analyzed them In 
detail. 
W ield ed th e R ig S tick . 
He concluded by asking why need 
President Roosevelt have wielded the 
"big stick" in behalf of the French 
company, 
then 
chaffering , 
lobby­ 
ing and huckstering at Bog ota as ir 
had been for a quarter of a century? 
W hat influence, bad for the United 
States, wop U1 have been exerted by 
paying a few millions more or loss in 
comparison w itn International law vio­ 
lated by the president of the United 
States, a public oblig ation like that 
in the treaty of 1846 repudiated by 
him, the federal constitution set 
at 
defiance by him, a plain statute dis­ 
obeyed by him, and executive prece­ 
dents beg un by him most Inconvenient 
and dam ag ing in our future diplomacy.

La Crosse, Wis., Oct. 5.—Speaker Jo­ 
seph G. Cannon addressed a meeting 
here, speaking mainly on national is­ 
sues. He made a reference to the fac­ 
tional differences in Wisconsin as fol­ 
lows: 
“I know in a g eneral way th at you 
have factional troubles in the Repub­ 
lican party in Wisconsin. In common 
with Republicans outside of the state 
of Wisconsin I am not informed as to 
the m erits of the controversy. 
But 
representing , as I trust, the party g en­ 
erally, I appeal to you and may say 
that the party expects at your hands 
an indorsement of the electoral ticket 
for Theodoi%» Roosevelt and Charles W. 
Fairbanks. 
“W hatever factional troubles you 
may have had iu reg ard to the policy 
of your state g overnment g et tog ether 
and vote for the Republican national 
ticket and your Republican cong ress­ 
men.”

Concord, N. II., Oct. 5.—The leg ali­ 
ty of the practice of Christian Science 
in New Ham pshire was upheld by th e 1 
supreme court of the state in a de- j 
cision handed down in the suit of Mrs. j 
Jennie Spend, of this city, to recover 
damag es for alleg ed injuries as the re­ 
sult of treatm ent by Irving W. Tom­ 
linson, a rh ristiah Science practition­ 
er, 
also of 
Concord. 
Mrs. 
Spead 
claimed that Tomlinson had failed to 
cure her of the illness for which he 
treated her and that her cure was 
g reatly delayed by the tim e spent in 
taking his treatm ent. 
The case w as 
decided in favor of the defendant in 
the lower court, but the plaintiff ap­ 
pealed. 
The supreme court now affirms the 
decision and dismisses the bill. In sub­ 
stance the court holds th at the prac­ 
tice of Christian Science is leg al and 
that patients who have resorted 
to 
such treatm ent cannot recover 
any 
damag es in ease the practitioner uses 
the accepted Christian Science m eth­ 
ods of treatm ent. The plaintiff claimed 
damag es on three g rounds.

Paris. Oct.5.—Frederic Auguste B a t-1 
thohli, the sculptor of the statue of 
Liberty in New York buy, is dead at 
his residence on the Rue Assas, Paris. 
The cause of hjs death was tuber­ 
culosis, and he had been bed-ridden; 
since last May. 
The condition of tb e 1 
sculptor became suddenly aggravated * 
Monday and death ensued yesterday.} 
Frederic Auguste Bartholdi was born Í 
in 1884. 
He began the study of a rt1 
under Ary Scheffer and appears orig-j 
inally to have intended to devote him­ 
self to painting. 
The statue of lilc 
erty which stands in New York har­ 
bor a present to America from France, - 
is his greatest work. 
Other of his* 
monumental works are a fountain in 
honor of Martin » Sehoen. the painter 
aud engraver, and a fountain 
sur- 
niounted by a statue of General Rapp» 
both in Colmar, the artist’s birthplace. 
Another work is a lion commemora­ 
tive of the heroic defense of the city 
of Ilelfort(luring Franco-Prussian war. 
A s a volunteer under Garibaldi the 
artist served with distinction. 
Many 
minor works of his are well known, 
among them a statue of Lafayette 
erected in Now York city. 
Bartholdi 
was decorated with the cross of tho 
Legion of Honor in 1805.
